COOPERATION 

When  the  need  for  conserving  gasoline, 
tires,  and  automobiles  was  emphasized  as 
a meaiis  of  furthering  the  war  effort, 

FCA  employees  responded  in  a manner  that 
is  characteristic  of  a cooperative  group. 
They  began  to  study  the  possibilities  of 
group  riding,  and  within  a short  time 
many  riding  groups  were  formed.  As  a 
result,  approximately  39  percent  of  our 
central  office  employees  are  traveling;  to 
and  from  vjorh  in  riding  groups. 

A study  of  these  groups  indicates  that  39 
cars  are  used  to  transport  194  employees 
to  and  from  their  daily  work.  This  is  an 
average  of  about  5 passengers  to  a car. 


The  different  groups  are  restiidying  their 
areas  in  an.  effort  to  take  care  of  addi- 
tional employees  v/ho  have  raoved  into 
their  territories  and  those  who  found  It 
necessary  to  make  different  arrangements 
v;hen  the  dally  work  schedule  was  changed. 

As  an  indication  of  what  may  be  accom- 
plished through  cooperation,  one  car  pool 
driver  has  now  extended  his  daily  trip  5 
miles  to  accommodate  three  FCA  employees 
who  lost  their  rides  when  the  v/orklng 
hours  were  changed. 

Tie  cooperation  of  FCA  employees  in  this 
enterprise,  which  has  resulted  in  a tre- 
mendous saving  in  gasoline,  tires,  and 
automobiles,  has  been  the  subject  of  very 
favorable  comnent  by  the  Jackson  County 
Ration  Board.
